WHAT IS THOUGHT IN WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Iuformation has 
been received at the state department that the 
Samoan treaty was oflicialiy ratified this 
morning at Berlin. This announcement was 
made to a cabinet meeting by Secretary Blaine, 
and it was agreed that it was eminently -satis- 
factory to our government in its final shape. 

Little additional information could be 
gleaned at the state department respecting the 
freaty. . Indeed, it was not possible to learn 
whether the paper drawn up is regarded at the 
state department as a treaty, and this is a 
rather lmportant point to be left unsettled.

an intornationalagreement, inforimation ag to 
its contents can and will be made public. 
It is known that the matter has 
been a subject of discussion in the depart- 
ment within a few days past. Otticials, whose 
opinions are entitled to weight, will not under- 
take to give a formal definition of the differ- 
ence between the treaty and an agreement. 
THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THEM. 
Unotiicially, however, it issaid that an agree- 
ment concerns private rights only, while a 
treaty relates to the public welfare. In sup- 
port of this Cefinition, it is said that a few years 
ago an arrangement was made with the Spanish 
goveriment tor the settlement of a number of 
private claims. This was not sent tothe seng 
ate and was regarded as an agreement, al- 
though the department of state did not 
escape adverse criticism at the time for 
Withholding it.

Is Ir A TREATY? 

The agreement between England, Germany 
and the United States on Samoan affairs was 
signed at Berlin at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
It will not be made public until confirmed by 
the senate. While itis called an agreement 
by officers of the state department, Walker 
Blaine said this evening he thought it would 
undoubtedly require ratification by the senate. 
If the instrument signed were one regulating 
the conduct of two countries towards each 
other, as for instance between the United States 
and Samoa, it would properly be designated 
as a treaty, but where an instrument signed 
is toshape the conduct of three governments, 
viz: the United States, England and Ger- 
many, towards the fourth partv—Samoa—it is 
held that its proper nomenclature is an agree- 
ment. At the same time, asitis a matter 
affecting the forcien policy of the United 
States, it is said that it will need ratification 
by the senate, and that, therefore, it cannot be 
made public prior to action by the senate. 

The agreement was cordially approved by 
all members of the conference and by their 
respective governments. The best of feeling 
prevailed at the termination of the labors of 
tho commissioners, 

The Gist of the Treaty. 

Lonpon, June 15.—The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Times learus that the gist of the Samoan 
agreement isthat Maileoi‘a shall be reinstated; tha 
the control of atiairs shall be left mainly to Samo- 
ans; that questions touching the life or property of 
foreigners shxll be subject to the decision of a resi- 
dent judge, American. English or German, and that 
the importation of liquor and firearms shall be re 


ricted.

THE JUDGE'S DECISION IN THE CASE: 


Hie Says the Coroner's Jury Weld the Pris- 
oner on Gossip Rather Than Evidence— 
The Maroney Habeas Corpus Case. 


Cuicaao, June 14.—The.grand jury came 
into court this afternoon and rendered a verdict 
in @ local case, but returned to its labors with- 
out handing in bills against any of the suspects 
in the Cronin case. 

Seldom, if ever, has a case drawn such a 
crowd as that which assembled this afternoon 
to hear the expected decision of Judge Tuley. 
The courtroom was jammed. At 3:45 p. m. 
he ascended the bench with a written opinion, 
Which, it soon became apparent, had been 
made only after a careful analysis of the whole 
mass of testimony. Judge Tuley said: 

“IT suppose there will be no further steps 
taken beyoud this evidence before the jury?” 

Judge Longenecker replied; " 

“That isall, There is no additional ‘ testi- 
mony, because if you had any, the court 
would be compelled to hear it.’’ 

Judge Tuley then began reading his decis- 
ion and had not proceeded two miuutes when 
the frowns of those identified with the prose- 

cution told

torney Longenecker suggested 225,000" bail, 
but Mr. Trude thought that excssive.

Now, what was the nature of that con~ 
spiracy from this evidence? The evidence may be 
said to tend to show: First, that he was murdered 
by personal enemies for revenge, growing out of 
matters connected with this United Brotherhood 
assoc ation. The second theory may be said to be 
that he was niurdered to prevent exposure as to the 
doings of the socalled triangle, 

After discussing both of these theories at 
much length in acritical analysis of the testi- 
mony, Judge Tuley says: 

Upon a careful reading of this testimony, and 
striking out all but legal evidence, Il cannot (and | 
think no Impartial man can) make up my mind that 
it would be possible for any jury to convict the 
respondent, Sullivan, upon that evidence alone. 
That is one 0: the tests as 4o whether a party is 
eutitled to bail or not. The mere fact thata party 
is al enemy to another person who gets killed is no 
proof of his haviny killed, aided or abetted, or hay. 
ing been engaged In a conspiracy to kill that person. 
The coroners jury Go not determine any 
more than this court does up.n this 
investigetion. The coroner’s jury knew 
they had not got atanything near the bottom of 
this conspiracy, or the facts connected with it. 
They expce ed that new facts will develop, and 
they willdevelop beyond doubt. But you cannot 
deprive a man of lis liberty, if he is entitled to it 
under the law or constitution, on the ground that 
more evidence may be pro luced to show him gulity. 
The evidence, as it is presented to the court or com- 
mitting magistrate. is :‘hesole test for the exe ec se 
of the judgment of the official officer. In .conclu- 
sion, I suy, after mature consideration and after

to pay its subscribers a dividend on their 
ordinary expenditures, In other words, a 
subscriber to the rebate association will re- 
ceive an income on his expenses, 

This idea seems to tickle the 
fancy, for in two week's time the 
tion had secured ticket holders and 
the number was increasing at the rate of 100 
ae day.

It gets its agreeing to 
divide its commissions among them, reserv- 
Ing only enough to. pay the ofilcers of the 
association for their trouble. More than 
peventy prominent retail storesin boston, in 
all branches of business, have contracted to 
pay the commissions ranging 
from five to fifty per cent, an average over 
eleven per cent of the selling price of their 
goods. 

“The purchaser is charged no more for the 
goods and thus gets all the benefits of co- 
operation, The method of operation ap- 
pears to be very simple. A man becomes a 
ticket holder by paying $2 fora ticket, good 
for one year. A pocket directory of the 
merchants with whom the association has 
fontracts is given with the ticket. This 
ticket entitles the holder to receive commis- 
sion coupons from the merchants. When 
the ticket holder makes his purchase, he 
pays the regular price and then presents his 
ticket, receiving as a voucher for the com- 
mission a coupon from the merchant show- 
dng the amount of p and rate of 

‘commission. 

At the end of a month, the 
forwards to the association all coupons re- 
ceived by him during that time. The 
Bmounts on the coupons are collected by 
the association from the various merchants 
and deposited with the International Trust 
company, ic percentage, and checks 
are sent to the sag unless they 
G@esire the money to remain on interest.

The Gate City Oil company will be ready 
for business by the 10th or 15th of August, and the 
regular season will open on the Ist of September.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The ‘Peach Yellows.” 


Avausta, Ga., June 12.—Mr. H. W. Grady, 
Atlanta, Ga.: Dear Sir—Your favor of 10th is re 
ceived, A few days since the secre tary of the At 
lanta Pomological society sent me a letter from Dr’ 
J. H. Watkins in regard to ‘‘peach yellows,” said 
letter being in substance similarto the article you 
incloge, To this I have briefly replied as requested, 
and regret that I cannot give you an article for pub- 
lication which — d prove of value so far as giving 
a preventive to this destructive scourge, 

As to its eraile “on my. there appears so far no other 
n nethod suggested than the uprooting and immedi- 
ate burning of all trees ailected by yeliows, 

Until a few we eks since I hed never seen a 
uine case of peach yellows in Georgia, but this 
disease has uum! taki wkoly made its appearance in 
several places in South Carolina, near the city of 
Augusta. From all that I can learn the veliows 
followed the planting of peach trees which were 
sold at auction in Augusta three years ago, the trees 
being brought trom either the westornmorth. Iwas 
told py the owner of the affected orchard 
that the disease has affected trees 
planted several. years previous to the 
introduction of the * auction trees,”’ thus showing 
that it is contagious, 

he United States department of agriculture has 
lately issued a most elaborate and practical “report 
upon peach yellows by Mr. Erwin F. Smith,’’ who 
was appointed a special agent for the inve-tigation 
of this disease, and who-has performed his wok 
most carefully. 

Ina map accompanying the report, it appears 
that a large area in South Carolina and Georgia is 
affected. 

In South Carolina fully one half of the peach 
belt is marked as affected. It begins ata point on 
the Savannah river near Augusta and extends to 
the mountains. 

In Georgia, the area marked up on the map as 
affected, extends from Marshaliville to Marietta 
and includes all the territory west of the Oemulgee 
tothe Alabama line. The affected part covers 
fully one-third of the peach belt of the state. 

Mr. Erwin F. Smith 1s of the opinion that prompt 
destruetion of affected trees by tire, if ne pier 
throughout the community, wiil greatly hinder the 
progress of the disease, Still with the utmost care 
cases willappearfrom time to time, more fome 
years than others, but there will be no outbreak 
comparable to an epidemic, 

From this, itisevident that in order to free a 
locality from the ‘‘yellows’’ every owner of a peach 
tree should agree to destroy any tree so soon as it 
shows symptoms of the disease, as by no other 
means can the spread be prev ented. In some states, 
Michigan, for instance, laws have been enacted for 
the destruction of affected trees. All owners of 
such trees refusing to comply with the notice of the 
commission appointed by the county shall be liable 
to a fine of not exceeding $100 aaa costs. This act 
was in force four years—from 157) to 1879. In 1579 
this law was further amended, and again in 138i, 
when an additional penalty, a three months’ im- 
prisonment, was ad led, 

We could very easily arrive at the destred results 
in localities affected by yellows in Georgia without 
resorting to the harsh measures which arein force 
~ Michigan and in Ontario, if our people will untte 
to this end, 

teferring again to Mr. Smith’s report, we find 
that outbreaks of yellows are periodic in their ap~ 
Lt pee ance, which are apparently followed by periods 

feomparative immunity. I shall be clad to give 
you further details as additional facts may come in 
wy possession.

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| PACETTI'S STORY. 
| THE GRAND JURY LISTEN TOIT FOR 
FIVE TNOURS YESTERDAY, 


The Constitution’s Story of Monday is Corroborated 
in Detail—The County Commissioners in the 
toom to Cross~Examine Pacetti, 


The grand jury was in session again yester- 
day. 

Eugene Pacetti was there as a witness. 

Thomas J. Donaldson and John Garmony 
were also present as witnesses. 

Pacetti was kept for several hours, and dur- 
ing the Jatter part of his examination the 
county commissioners were also present in the 
grand jury room. They listened to Pacetti’s 
story and assisted in the cross examination. 

The grand jury then adjourned until Tues- 
day morning. Itis believed that the investi- 
gation is ended, and the meeting Tuesday 
morning is merely to draw up and submit the 
report. 


WHAT WAS DONE. 

Pacetti was summoned from Macon @arly 
yesterday morning, arriving in Atlanta at 7 
o'clock. He brought in his pocket a lengthy 
telegram from Foreman Alexander, of the 
grand jury. 

Immediately after breakfast Pacetti went to 
the courthouse and was carried before the 
grand jury.

In addition the heavy 
chain attached to the ankles of every convict, 
the leader wears a chain belt around his 
waist, and to this belt is padlocked a weighty 
steel chain twenty to fifty feet long depending 
upon the size of the gang. Behind the leader 
—arranged in twos—one on each side of the 
chain—the other prisoners follows; each of 
them wearing a belt, and this belt padlocked 
to the chain. 

In addition to the long chain end the bel 
about each man’s waist, there is the chain and 
rings about the ankles of each man, witha 
long chain attached half way between the 
feet. 

In this way the gang is marched to and from 
work alongside the wagon or wagons, the 
guard riding in the wagon.
